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Thousands of Men Have Been 


Laid Off in Middle West, 


Reports Show. 


AUTO CITIES HARDEST HIT 


Many Men Are Idle in Detroit 


and Indianapolis—Over 


Supply in North.

Chicago—Barometers 
of labor in 


the mid-west today showed little in- 
dication of any extensive slump in the 
demand for workers. 


While industries in some spots have 


slowed down, laying off a large num- 
ber of men 
automobile manufac- 


turers being the outstanding example 
—the majority of employers of labor- 
on a large scale are showing 
few 


signs of a let down. 


A survey of labor conditions in the 


inid-west 
conducted by the United 


Press showed that while a surplus of 
labor was now reported in practically 
every city, in only one or two places 
was it abnormal compared with pre- 
war, normal conditions. 


This snrplus has been created by 


a slowing up in a few industries on- 
ly. The auto plants of thc mid-west 
have layed off thousands of men; the 
garment makers are going through a 
r-ritical period with approximately 50 
per cent of the demand for labor as 
during the war; 
the leather plants 


have slackened their speed. Practically 
all lines of work which are now slow- 
ing down are the ones which devel- 
oped the greatest 
during the war 


boom. In tlie oil fields of the south- 
\vest, 
which 
enjoyed a mushroom 


growth during the last few years and 
furnished employment for thousands 
of men, an oversupply of labor is re- 
ported. 
Five hundred 
unemployed 


were reported by tho Oplahoma state 
employment office in Tulsa—the first 
timo in years there have been more 
men than jobs. 


The great industries of steel, ma- 


• •binery, packing and in most 
in- 


stances, railroads, have yet failed to 
f-'how an alarming slackening in the 
demand for men. 


In Gary, Ind., the heart of the steel 


industry of the raid-west, a large 
sign over the American tiridge" com- 
pany's works reads: "Men Wanted." 


Approximately the same number of 


men are now employed in the steel 
plants ot the mid-west as during war 
times. 


John Glenn, secretary of the Illinois 


Manufacturers' association, told the 
TJnited Press that while there is some 
unemployment, it is very slight. Some 
of this is due to the fact that many 
plants are now taking 
their yearlv 


inventory, Glenn said. 


The Illinois free employment ngenev 


said it was able to find work-for most 
of its applicants. 


Savings banks reported that work- 


ers were not drawing on their bank 
accounts as would be expectd in case 
there 
-was 
considerable 
unemploy- 
ment. 


Robert M. Buck, editor of a lead-'ng 


labor paper, of Chicago, said that out- 
side of the textile and shoe industries 
there was little unemployment 


In the Chicago district, 
the only 


lines which have laid off men to any 
extent are the builders, garment mak- 
ers and in the leather trades. Ap- 
proximately 10,000 men were laid off 
by the packers last snring but no re- 
rent reductions in forces have been 
made.

"Whenever unemcloyment is men- 


tioned in the mid-west these days, the 
ordinary person thinks 
of 
Detro't 


where the auto manufacturers have 
drawn in their horns, extended dur- 
ing the war. Seventy five thousand 
men were laid off there according to 
estimates by George TV. Grant, swro 
tary of the emnloyers' assirfat'on. 
About 40.000 of this number st'll re- 
main in the city and are idle, while 
the 'others have left. 
In addition, 


300,000 other men are working short 
hours and losing at least one day a 
week. Grant estimated. 


In Indianapolis where the auto in- 


dustry is of considerable importance, 
A. J. Allen, secretary of the associated 
employers, 
said the 
present unem- 


ployment was not great because of 
the wide diversity of industry- Men 
who have been laid off by the auto 
companies, were able to pick up other 
jobs. Railroads cut down their forces 
considerably in Indianapolis. 


Due to 
slackening of the leather 


industry in St. I/ouis that city has a 
large number of men out of work. Em- 
ployment offices are una.ble to supply 
the demand for jobs/ 


The entire southwest has aji over 


supply of laborers, but the number 
out of work is small, compared with 
average times before the war. Farm- 
ers in Kansas are looking for corn 
huskere. 
Ending of tho harvest in 


the north has resulted in many men 
looking for work.

down of the oil industry, other de- 
pendent concerns were also forced to 
cut their forces.

S-an Francisco. Cal.—Trend of the 


Pacific coast labor market toward a 
condition of "more men than jobs- 
was noted today by both employers 
and employes. 


At thc same time the employers in 


particular and in several cases labor 
loaders emphasized a belief that the 
situation was not alarming. 


Some attributed the condition to the 


election, thc shortage of ships on the 
Pacific coast, thc railway car short- 
age now said to be ending, and thc 
freight rate increases granted the rail- 
roads recently. 


Others laid it at the door of "general 


business conditions." 


"The situation, as I see it. is not 


yet alarming' on this coast." said Paul 
Schaarenberg. secretary of the Call- 
'lornia state federation of labor, "but 
tor tho future—-the winter perhaps— 
it looks serious. 


"As to thc cause, you can read it 


on the financial page of any newspap- 
er." 


R. .T. Clancy, assistant to the gen- 


|eral manager of the Southern Pacific 
railway, in charge of employment for 
that company, declared that "if we 
' keep an even kcol." there isn't any- 
thing to fear. 


"There is a gradual easing up of 


the. labor market,'* Clancy declared. 


"By casing up, I mean a condition 


where there an? more men looking for 
jobs than there are jobs. It is. I be- 
lieve, due more lo seasonal conditions 
than to anything else. 


"Conditions en this co;ist are much 


different than they arc in the east. 
Here we have a. variety of industries— 
agriculture, fruit, lumber, mines and 
many things. The east is dependent 
largely on manufacturing alone. For- 
eign trade conditions might affect the 
east and cause .1 situation there which 
would not ho reflected on this coast.

Signs are increasingly evident that 


the industrial situation is far from sa- 
tisfactory. 
In some of the manufac- 


turing centers it is serious, with large 
numbers of men out of work and fac- 
ing the prospect of continued unem- 
ployment with the approach of win- 
ter. The country does not want wide- 
spread industrial depression. It is the 
common interest of all. lahor. produc- 
er, merchant and consumer, to have 
business good and general conditions 
prosperous. 


The public is inclined to place too 


much emphasis on political prosperi- 
ty. There is a tendency among many 
persons to believe that this or that ad- 
ministration of the government will of 
itself bring good times, and that ad- 
ministration by another party is cer- 
tain to produce bad times. Politics 
does not create prosperity, never did 
and never will. The panics the United 
States has encountered and the peri- 
ods of profound business depression 
were .fundamentally due to economic 
causes. 


It is true that we have at times set 


up instruments of government like 
our protracted and unwise experiments 
in banking and finance, which oper- 
ated to cause panics, but no political 
government under those systems could 
have prevented what occurred. The 
tariff was supposed for many years to 
be a magic wand of prosperity, but 
whatever effects it had in this direc- 
tion were as of ten nullified by extremes 
which brought about unhealthy reac- 
tions. A credulous and partisan pub- 
lic has been far too inclined to deposit 
its faith in prosperity in the ballot box j 
and let it rest there. 


If it were true that political govern- 


ment Of itself created prosperity the 
Democratic 
administration 
should 


have been retained in power, for the 
country has never enjoyed greater 
prosperity than during the last seven 
years. Similarly, if the Republican 
party could of itself yield prosperity 
the disquieting signs recently appear- 
ing here and there ought to instantly 
vanish on the announcement of its 
return to power. 


But the facts are the Democratic par- 


ts- had nothing to do with the good 
times of their administration, save in 
this important exception that the fed- 
eral reserve banking system operated 
as a great steadying influence through 
the critical strains that were placed 
upon credit. The tremendous pros- 
perity of recent years was due prima- 
rily to the World war, which set up a 
demand upon this country for prod- 
ucts of every kind that could not be 
met. 
Economic causes have been at 


work constantly, and they will contin- 
ue to work either favorably7 or unfav- 
orably in spite of all that the new Re- 
publican administration can do. 


Just now these economic forces ore 


at work: The export situation is in bad 
shape, because the purchasing power 
of Europe has been reduced almost to 
the vanishing point. Although Eu- 
ope's material requirements are only 
meagorly satisfied, she has little cash 
and her credit has been stretched al- 
most to the breaking point In this 
country domestic demand has fallen 
off because the people could not or 
would not absorb production at the 
prevailing high prices. Obedience to 
economic laws can alone remedy this 
condition. It is an industrial and busi- 
ness and not a political problem. 


With world production tremendous- 


ly impaired by the ravages of a war 
which took away something like 10,- 
000,000 producers and crippled mil- 
lions of others, and America the great 
storehouse from which the needs of 
suffering humanity can and should be 
supplied, there is no reason why wo 
should not enjoy sound prosperity for 
years to come. There is no doubt but 


what the situation would have been 
improved, in a foreign sense, had the 
United States stood with the allies m 
making prompt peace and in entering 
on some basis the League of Nations, 
which has important economic provi- 
sions relating vitally to reconstruction 
and the rehabilitation ot devastated 
Europe. From the political controver- 
sy which peace-making provoked the 
United Stales in common with Europe 
is undoubtedly suffering. 


Perhaps the new administration will 


be able to set natural economic forces 
at work along freer and better con- 
trolled channels, but it can do nothing 
to alter the essential facts which exist 
Artificial measures will accomplish lit- 
tle and will produce only disaster m 
the end. There is the possibility of an- 
other serious collision between em- 
ployer and employe, as movements for 
thc'open shop and reduced wages come 
into view. The problem is one which 
only broad-gauged industrial and busi- 
ness sagacity, wise regulation of credit 
resourceful fiscal administration and 
sound governmental policies can solve, 
and then solely by taking into proper 
account economic forces which at bot- 
tom are the controlling factor. At 
present there seems to be a disposi- 
tion, fostered by some politicians, 
disregard the economic forces.

Work As A Cure.

ARMISTICE DAY 


What has become of the old-fash- 


ioned man (and woman) who cele- 
brated Armistice Day by blowing a 
raucous horn for seven consecutive 
hours and mussing up the streets with 
waste paper? 


Surely he must be old-fashioned, for 


it seems long ago since he (and we) 
were guilty of such childishness in cele- 
bration of what we conceived to be the 
greatest event of history—the winning 
of the World war. 


Not that we are particularly blame- 


worthy. Rather, that is the pity of it 
Why is man so constituted that he has 
no adequate vent for his largest emo- 
tions? Or why is he not so cultivated 
that he can find such an outlet? 


Doubtless at such a time, we all felt 


the impulse to shout. We felt the in- 
ner desire to leap and dance and give 
expression to our joy in some beauti- 
ful figure of physical rhythm. We 
wanted to exclaim in the sonorous lan- 
guage of the Hebrew prophets, the or- 
gan voice of Milton or the grand chant 
of Shakespeare's verse. 


But we were chained by the limita- 


tions of our commercial, work-a-day 
existence, which had had no training 
in expression. And so we formed lit- 
tle lock-step parades, we hallooed a 
little, we rang bells and blew penny 
whistles and n^ade all sorts of discord- 
ant and unmeaning noises and we 
made as much muss for the street- 
cleaners as possible. And some par- 
took of strong drink to stimulate their 
enthusiasm. (This was back in 1918.) 


And we were all a little ashamed of 


it. and a little rebellious that we had 
never been taught to express ourselves. 


Our observance of Armistice Day is 


shallow and unbefitting the occasion. 
We have not yet come to honor the 
men who fought in the world war as 
we should. Doubtless in due time Ar- 
mistice Day will, as it should, be made 
a legal holiday. When that is done we 
shall give better attention to its observ- 
ance, and doubtless from expression of 
national sentiment more appropriate 
to the great event it is intended to cele- 
brate. 


HONEST SWEAT 


An adult, clothed, excretes from one to three 


quarts of sweat daily. He need not be ashamed of 
it. H is done in our best families. 


The sweat is very thin (specific gravity 
about 


1004) and is normally alkaline. The composition of 
the sweat is Insignificant—it is practically nothing 
else than water. Traces of many different organic 
constituents have been found in sweat, such as urea, 
uric ncid, indican and other ethereal sulphates of 
>hcnol and skatol. creatinin. oxyaminoproprionie 
acid and a lot of ugly little things like that, but nev- 
er mind—a glass of very good milk contains about 
nineteen million eight hundred thousand bacteria. 


Amstein—not Nicky, but another man altogether 


—is an authority on sweat and sweating. He as- 
serts that special nerves control the sweat glands, 
•>nd impulses acting on the glands through such 
•lerves would account for sweating from emotion, 
various medicines and nausea. The ordinary cause 
jf profuse sweating is high external temperature or 
muscular exercise. 
The purpose of sweating is body cooling, not tne 


elimination of poisonous matter. 
The amount of organic matter or possibly poison- 


ous waste matter present in the sweat is too min- 
ute to merit serious consideration. Such ill effects 
as have been produced by painting the animal or hu- 
man body with impervious substances are duo w 
interference with cooling, not to the retention of 
any constituent of the sweat. There is no he.rm to 
bo' feared from stopping the sweating of a local 
area, such as tho feet or the armpits. 


Tho sweat has much to do with the condition of 


the skin. An active state of the sweat glands in- 
sures a pliability and softness of the skin; if sweat- 
ing is insufficient the skin is likely to be dry and 
harsh, as in the condition known as ichthyosis (fish- 
skin disease) and in milder cases of the same trouble 
frequently seen about the elbows and arms of young 
women who are fond of soap but hate exercise. 


A thousand and one remedies are employed for 


excessive sweating. For the armpits nothing is bet- 
ter than a mopping each day for three or four suc- 
cessive days with this solution: 


Aluminum chloride 
— • - % oz. 


Distilled water 
3 ozs. 
This should be allowed to dry on the skin before 
dressing. It may be repeated when required. Alum- 
inum chloride is a standard chemical which any 
druggist can supply If he cares to accommodate a 
customer. 
For overcoming excessive sweating of the feet, 


perhaps the best agent is: 


Solution of Formaldehyde (TJ. S. P 
1 oz. 


"Water 
% Pint 


fFormaldehyde is an irritant poison.) 
The feet should be bathed with cold water only, 


and as rarely as possible. Apply the formaldehyde 
solution to the faoleg and between tho toes, and al- 
low to dry. Repeat this daily for several days. In 
some cases the amount of formaldehyde solution in 
the formula may be doubled, if it does not produce 
too much irritation.
